The Dominion 



Since Prince Edward lias joined the 
circle of the great British North Amer- 
ican family, it only remains for New- 
foundland to giro in its adhesion in or- 
der to complete the circle, to round 
the orb of Empire. This only remain- 
ing Province still holds sullenly 
aloof, although there are not wholly 
wanting indications of relenting and 
coming to a better mind. A corres- 
pondent of the London 'Times,' writ- 
mg quite recently on the subteet, says 
that tho majority of the commercial 
men on the Island now hold to the 
opinion that there is everything to be 
gained and nothing to lose by Union 
with Canada, although a respectable 
minority utill hold opposite views. The 
Catholic populutiouuoiistiliit.es the princi- 
pal element antagonistic to Union; but the 
ground of their hostility it seems ditli- 
cult to understand, for in no country 
is there greater or more firmly estab- 
lished religious liberty than inCanada, 
herself largely Catholic. The 'Times' 
correspondent gives the present Gov- 
ernor, Colonel Hill, credit tor the tact 
with which he has handled the deli- 
cat* question, and concludes that the 
issue is not far off, and that issue, U- 
nion. Meanwhile the important work 
of developing the internal resources of 
the Island is making satisfactory pro- 
gress. Mr. Alex. Murray, head of the 
geological survey, is energetically push- 
ing exploration aud examination, and 
the result seems to be a very much 
richer country than Newfoundland has 
commonly been regarded, both as to 
mineral and agricultural resources. In 
tho northern part of the Island Mr. 
Bennett, tho Premier, is working a 
very profitable mine of copper 
and nickel, while most promising 
traces of coal have been dis- 
covered near St. Georgo's Bay, on 
the western side. Here, too, the mar- 
gins of tho rivers and inlets are cloth- 
ed with magnificent timber, which has 
already attracted tho lumbermen. But 
while the Island is gradually drifting 
towards union and wealth it is threat- 
ened witti a "fishery difficulty," which 
may involve international trouble. It 
seems that by the Treaty of 
1713, which has been to some 
extent , modified by subsequent 
Treaties, tho right to iisli upon 
the coasts and in the rivers of New- 
foundland, and erecting stages upon 
which to drv their fish, was conceded 
to the French: but they 1 lave no other 
rights of occupation from Capo Ray, 
the extreme south-west of the Island, 
round to Cape St. John's. The Treaty 
secures them against interference in 
the exercise of these rights by the 
British settled along the coasts with 
the consent and good-will of the 
French, to the numbei of ten or twelve 
thousand. Hitherto, wherever the 
French did not exercise their right of 
fishing for. salmon, cod, &c, these 
British fishermen have been in the 
habit of fishing, upon the understand- 
ing that the Treaty gave them a con- 
current right to do so, and that it only 
stipulated for non-interference with 
the fishing operations of French fish- 
erman. Owing to the mutual de- 
sire of the French aud Bri- 
tish naval officers on the coast to 
avoid international difficulties, when- 
ever any disputes have arisen they 
have been easily arranged. It was re- 
served for the Republic and the Gov- 
ernment of M. Theirs to issue instruc- 
tions to , the French naval commander 
on the coast which will inevitably lead 
to collision. Last summer, Lieut. 
Carrey, commanding the Diamant, 
under the orders of Captain do Bois- 
soudy, commanding tho French squad- 
ron, made a raid upon all the English 
fishing nets he could find, confiscating 
them, although they were in waters 
where the French did not exercise 
their right of fishing, aud without 
warning tho fishermen, who had been 
in the habit of fishing for years un- 
molested, of his intention to do so. 
The result is a feeling of animosity, 
and a determination on the part of tho 
British population from one end of the 
coast to the other to make reprisals. 
They were only prevented from carry- 
ing out their threats last winter by the 
urgent representations ofCaptain Hos- 
kins, of Her Majesty's ship Eclipse, 
who visited the coasts and received 
from Commander Knowles, of the Lap- 
wing, the depositions of the men whose 
nets had been confiscated. Captain 
Hoskins explained to Captain tie Bois- 
soudy the danger of reprisals which 
might ultimately lead to a collision if the 
nets were not restored to their owners, 
but the French commander replied 
that his instructions were jto enforce the 
French viowof exclusive! possession. The 
'Times' correspondent represents the 
feeling of the British inhabitants as be- 
ing so intense that, should this policy 
be persisted in, they will certainly make 
serious reprisals. President McMa- 
hon's Cabinet may possibly take a less 
belligerent stand; for it is not oasy to 
conceive of Franco of to-day courting 
a trial of strength on the vasty deep 
with John Bull. Doubtless tho diffi- 
culty will find a more diplomatic and 
loss bloody solution.

Iuiporial Disallowances. 

During the earlier part of the present 
session of the Dominion Parliament a 
Bill was passed empowering tho Uou.so of 
Commons and its Committees to uclminis- 
ter oaths to witnesses coming before them. 
The immediate object of the Bill was, of 
course, to meet the Huntington Com- 
mittee case; and it was doubtless out of 
delicacy that Sir John A. Macdonald did 
4 not urge tho constitutional objections 
•which it will bo recollected ho raised. It, 
appears that Her Majesty has been advis- 
ed to disallow the Bill, as being beyond 
tho competence and jurisdiction of tho 
Dominion Parliament, and tho Bill has 
boon disallowed accordingly. For this 
act of Her Majesty Grit journals do not 
hesitate to hold Sir John responsible, 
forgetting, inthe rancourof political bate, 
the absurdity of the position. Tho Queen 
could only act on the advice of her own 
Privy Council, and it is surely paying 
Her Majesty and her Council a poor com- 

, pliment to assort that Sir John did it. 
This result is to be regretted in so far as 
it bears upon tho Huntigton Committee in- 
vestigation now going on, as tho Grits will 
uot hesitate to say that to it the Ministry 
will owo their vindication. In one re- 
spect it is another feather in Sir John's 

' cap— additional evidence of his great legal 
acumen. This is, wo believe, tho third 
instance within a short period in which, 
differing with Mr. Blake and other Oppo- 
sition lawyers, his opinions have been sus- 
tained by Her Majesty's legal advisers. 

The GussicTolfair. 

This steam propeller has boon receiving 
a complete overhauling at Mr. Lfung'a 

m shipyard. The repairs have been carried 
on under tho supervision of Mr. 
Nicholl, Superintendent of tho Oregon 
Steam Navigation Company. Two strips 
of quarter-inch iron plating has been 
riveted 4 feet on each sido of tho keel 
foro and aft; inside, the same width on, 
each side of the kelson has been cement- 
ed. Tho cylinders were lifted out of their 
places, and with the machinery generally 
and completely overhauled. 

Herring, the well known favorite stew- 
ard is hard at work titting up tho state- 
rooms for tho comfort of the passengers. 
The lino ship looks now quite new under 
the good coating of paint she has receiv- 
ed. Mr. Laing deserves great credit for 
tho able manner in which ho hauled tho 
steamer on his ways, thus securing tho 
expenditure of 810,000 and the employ- 
ment of from 18 to 20 men during tho 
space of two months. The Gussie Telfair 
was built by tho Greenok Irou Co. in 
1853, at Greenok. Her engines are by 
the same Company. She was used during 
the Crimean war as a dispatch boat, 
and sailed as the Tyne under the com- 
mand of Capt. Stamp, deceased. After- 
wards she was engaged as a blockade 
runner, and was captured by the U. S. 

«j Government and sold to tho present own- 
ers. Her burden is estimated at 420 tons, 
she is 245 feet long and measures 22 feet 
beam, her depth of hold is 20 feet, her en- 
gines are low pressure with a maximum 
of 201bs. to tho square inch, provided 
with twosafety valves and two condensing 
engines. The life saving and fire quench- 
ing apparatus is complete. The steering 
gear, pumps and pipes are in excellont 
order. She is fitted up for 75 cabin, and 
the same number of steerage passengers. 
It is calculated, tide permitting, to float 
her to-day. We wish fho good snip every 
success in her coming voyages. 

Ndisa.nce Sttppbbssed.— The intolerable 
nuisance complained of in this paper yes- 
terday as existing at the Police Barracks 
was suppressed the same day by the 
drowning of a score or so of bull-pups 
of all ages and conditions, and tho " pot- 
ting" of tho fancy breeds of fowls main- 
tained there. Tho Attorney-General's 
race-horse, which used to bo stabled and 
fed at the Barracks at Provincial expense, 
mid groomed by the convicts, was sent to 
livery koioq weeks ago. The nuisance 
was suppressed by the Provincial Govern- 
* ment, notwithstanding that, in his letter 
to Mr Burnos on Monday the Provincial 
Secretary stated that the Municipal Coun- 
cil wore responsible for tho evil! There 
in nothing like an independent Press for 
Miippresxiug corrupt Governments and 
public nuisances.

A Remarkable Career 

The London Times says :— "Thoaccept- 
tauce of knighthood by Mr. Charles Ga- 
van Duffy, tho late Chief Secretary of 
Yictoria, is not the least singular incident 
of his eventful career. Thirty years ago 
Mr. Duffy was among tho most irreconci- 
lable members of the party founded by 
C'Connell, and, as editor of tho A'a/i'o/i, 
was hardly less responsible than John 
Martin, of the Irish Felon, for the rebel- 
lion of 1818. Having shared in the im- 
prisonment and release of his leader in 
1844, ho gradually abandoned the O'Con- 
nellite policy of repeal as too Constitu- 
tional and moderate, and joined the young 
Ireland movement, which ended with the 
famous rout of Smith O'Brien's force at 
Ballingary. Just before this affair the 
olfico of the Milton was occupied by the 
Dublin Police, and Mr. Dully was again 
put on his trial, but, happily for him; the 
jury was unable to a^vee on a verdict, and 
ho was ultimately discharged. This time 
he employed his recovered liberty for 
better purposes, and, resuming the editor- 
ship of the Nation in 1849, advocated the 
regeneration of Ireland, not by insurrec- 
tionary efforts, but rather an alliance with 
tho liberal party in England, by a r-form 
of the representation, by the abolition of 
sectarian imoendanoy , and by such a mea- 
sure as Mr. Gladstone's Irish hand Act. 
After this Mr. Duffy sat in Parliament for 
New Ross during several years, but never 
attained that kind of influence which 
O'Counell alone of independent Irish 
Radicals has been able to exercise since 
Catholic emancipation, h is in the colo- 
ny Victoria that his oapacity for public 
servico has been established, and Jit is 
certainly a remarkable fact, as Mr. Duffy 
himself 'pointed out in a recent speech, 
that so many Irishmen associated with 
him on the Counsel or the original Irish 
Tenant League should have risen to emi- 
nenoe in Australia. 

It is stated that tho proprietor of New- 
stead Abbey, the home of herd Byron, 
has attempted to close the road leading 
to the Abbey, which is known to have 
been a public way more than seventy 
years, To resist 'this a number of I he 
residents of fjiiokuall Tork proceeded 
edlto force it opeojand broke down t he bar- 
riers.

Ottawa , June 13,1873. — A short time 
ago 1 telsgrapuedyouthatMr. DeCosmos, 
alias the junior member for Victoria, was 
causing trouble. Tho statement was per- 
fectly correct. Tho junior member, in an 
hour of despondency and at a time when 
he was suffering from a severe snubbing, 
spoko his mind in presence of an hon. 
member from Bothwell, also in hearing 
ol another hon. member from New Bruns- 
wick, saying that British Columbia must 
be represented in the Cabinet, or some- 
thing dreadful might happen. This some- 
thing was understood to mean that unless 
the junior member was installed among 
the Council of Thirteen, there wero others 
who would appreciate his vote. 

It is very easx to incur displeasure. 
Tho junior member for Victoria is very 
much annoyed because we exposed his 
innocent designs. lie was actually silly 
enough to bite at us on several occasions, 
and to inspire the local dead-beats against 
us because we had tho audacity to lie 
about him. Now that his little game has 
been defeated, we shall give tho whole 
history of it from the time Honest Amor 
ai rive,l at Ottawa until he left tne capital 
with a glow of savage dissappointment 
which he couldn't conceal, though he 
mailt- outrageous attempts to do so. * * * 
Shortly after his arrival hero, DeCosmos 
gave out as a general fact, that his con- 
nection with the Victoria Standard had 
ceased -that he no longer possessed any 
interest in that journal. This was tho 
preparatory Btep, as it is inadmissable 
th il a Cabinet Minister should be a pub- 
lie journalist.

Municipal Street By-Law to regulate the con- 
struction, maintainance, and repairs of 
Streets within the City limits, and to regu- 
late the Public traffic thereon. 

[4th June, 1873.] 



W' HERE AS it is expedient for the pood government of the City of 
Yietoria, B. C, to make provisions for the construction, niain- 
tainnnco, and repairs of Streets within the City limits, and the 
regulation of the public traffic thereon. 

Be it therefore enacted by the Municipal Council of the City of Yie- 
toria, as follows : 

1. No person or persons shall ride or drive through any of the Pub- 
lic Streets of the City of Yietoria, at a pace exceeding six miles an hour, 
under a penalty not "exceeding Five Dollars or such imprisonment as the 
Stipendiary Magistrate may direct. 

2. No' person or persons engaged or concerned in the erection, re- 
pair or alteration of any building, cellar or sewer within the City, shall 
be at liberty to occupy 'more than one-third of the width of the street, 
in front of such building, collar or sewer, with materials necessary for 
the erection, repair or alteration of such building, cellar or sewer, un- 
less ho or thev shall obtain permission from the Mayor and Council, or 
from the Street Committee of the Council, so to do ; and such person 
or persons shall, if required by the Mayor ami Council, or the Street 
Committee, erect such a fence ami place such beacon lights around or 
near to such building, cellar or sewer, as shall, by the Mnyor ami 
Council or the Street Committee aforesaid, be deemed necessary to 
prevent accidents to persons or animals. And any person or persons 
nerdecting or refusing to comply with the provisions of this Section, or 
of any order made in pursuance thereof, shall, upon conviction, be 
liable to a lino not exceeding Twenty Dollars. 

3. No person shall throw or cause to be thrown, or deposit on any 
of the footpaths, sidewalks, highways, streets, thoroughfares or any 
public place within the City limits, any rubbish, tilth, ashes, offal, of 
any kind or any substance which may lie considered a nuisance by the 
Mayor and Council aforesaid, under a penalty nut exceeding Twenty - 
Five Dollars or Ten days imprisonment at discretion of any .Justice of 
the Peace, before whom such offender shall be tried. 

•i. No person or persons shall interupt any highway or Public thor- 
oughfare within the City limits, by erecting thereon any fence, building, 
barricade, or obstruction of any nature or any kind, or break up or dis- 
turb the surface of any Public street or highway unless by permission 
of the Mayor and Council or the Street Committee, on their behalf, and 
any street" or highway so disturbed by the aforesaid permission shall 
without delay, bo put in as good condition by such person or persons 
as it was before the surface thereof was broken up or disturbed as 
aforesaid, and such person or persons shall, within a 
reasonable time, remove all surplus dirt or rubbish that 
that may have accumulated by reason of breaking up or disturbing 
the surface of such public street or highway, and shall also keep such 
parts of such public street or highway as shall have been broken up or 
disturbed by him or them, in good repair for the space of three months 
thereafter. ' And any person or persons who shall be guilty of a breach 
of the pro-visions of this Section may, on conviction thereof, be lined in 
any sum not exceeding Fifty Dollars. 

" 5. Every person who in any thoroughfare or Public place of the 
said City shall throw or lay any dirt, litter, glass, ashes, carrion, tisli, 
offal or rubbish, or throw or cause any such thing to go into any sewer, 
pipe or drain, or into any well, stream or water-course, or put the same 
into such a position that "it may run into the harbour or into any pond or 
reservoir for water, or cause any offensive matter to run from any manu- 
factory, stable, slaughter house, butcher s shop or dunghill or any un- 
covered place, whether or not surrounded by a fence or wall, shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding Twenty Dollars for each offence. 

6. Every person who shall empty or begin to empty any privy or 
water closet within the said City, within the hours of six in the morning 
and eight in the evening, and who shall move along any thoroughfare 
anv night soil, soap-lees, ammoniacal liquor, or other such offensive 
matterrbetween the hours of six in the morning and eight in the even- 
in"", or who shall at any time use for such purpose any cart or carriage 
not'having a proper covering, or who shall wilfully or carelessly slop or 
spill any such offensive matter in the removal thereof, or who shall not 
carefully sweep or cleanse any such place in which any such offensive 
matter shall have been placed, spilled or dropped, shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding Twenty Dollars oi not more than Eight Days' 
imprisonment for each offence. 

7. Any person or persons who shall wilfully cut, hack, carve or 
otherwise deface, or injure or destroy any bridge within the City limits, or 
who shall ride or drive over any such bridge at a pace faster than a walk, 
shall' be liable to a fine not exceeding Ten Dollars or to imprisonment, 
in the Common Jail for a period not exceeding Four Days for each 

"^T'So person or persons, owner or driver shall allow his or their 
horse or horses to remain standing in or upon any of the streets or pub- 
lic places in this City without having the same securely fastened to a 
post or block of metal not weighing less than thirty-five pounds, orleav- 
ina some person in charge of the same, ami any infraction of this 
section shall be punishable by a line not exceeding Ten Dollars or 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding Four days. 

9. Tha Mayor and Council shall have pow er under this By-Law to 
er&ke travel, metal, or make any other improvements in any street, al- 
ley or' thoroughfare', within the City limits, whenever or wherever it shall 
be deemed by them expedient. 

. 10. When anv street or portion of a street is graded, gravelled or 
metalled it shall be lawful for the M siyor ami Council, by an order in writ- 
ino- to order the owner or owners of any lot or lot s abutting on such street, 
or°t'he agent or agents of such owner cr owners to complete, at Hie ex- 
pense of such owner or owners, the grading, gravelling or metalling of 
that portion of the streetahutting upon his or their lot or lots, the grading, 
(Travelling or metalling of which shall not have been completed by the 
Mayor and Council. And in the event of any BJcii person or persons 
ncdecting or refusing to comply with any such order for the space of 
One dav"or such other period as may lie specified in such notice, 
the said" Mayor and Council shall lie at liberty to cause to bo graded, 
gravelled or metalled the portion of such street so ordered to be graded 
travelled or metalied by the owner or owners of the lot or lots abutting 
thereon; and the expense, costs and charges thereof, shall be recover- 
able at law from such owner or owners; and if such expenses, costs ami 
charges he not paid by such owner or owners or hi:; or their agent or 
ii«-ents, within seven days after notice in writing, of the amount thereof; 
or of any judgment recovered in respect of such expenses, costs ami 
charges, shall not bo paid at once, the amount, of such expenses, costs 
and charges of such judgment may be registered as a claim against the 
lot or lots" abutting upon such street, the owner or owners of which shall 
have been ordered and failed as aforesaid to grade, gravel or metal Un- 
said street or some portion thereof _ 

11 If the owners of seven-tenths in value ol lots in or abutting on 
any street or any portion thereof, in the ('by of Victoria, shall sign a 
requisition calling upon the Municipal Council to grade, macadamise, 
nave fence, drain, water, light, sweep, lay down side-walks or other- 
wise 'improve the said street or portion thereof, or if the occupiers of 
seven-tenths of the lots abutting on any street or portion ol any street, 
shall sign a requisition calling upon the .Municipal Council to light, 
water, sweep or lay down side-walks in any such street or portion of such 
street' (as tbo case may be), the said Municipal Council shall be empow- 
ered after giving in such manner as they alone shall deem expedient, 
not less than seven days' notice of such intention to each of the owners 
or occupiers (as the case may be) of the remaining three-tenths as shall 
not have signed the requisition, to levy, assess, and collect, a rate (not 
to exceed the amount to be estimated and mentioned in that behalf in 
such requisition) upon the owners or occupiers (as the case may be) of 
the lots in and abutting on such street or portion of street, in order to 
carry out such improvements, and may apply the rate when collected ac- 
cording to the praver of such requisition, the .Municipal Council approv- 
ing such requisition, in such manner as they may appoint by By-Law 

12. No person shall wantonly tiro or set off or discharge any guns, 
pistols' cannons, squibs, crackers, or fireworks of any kind or descrip- 
tion nor shall wear or carry on the person any loaded tire-arum 
or dau"'erous weapons about the person within the city limits under a 
penalty not excoodilig Twenty-Five Dollars for each offence. _ , 

13. Any person or persons failing to comply with any Provision of 
this By-Law or any part thereof shall bo subject to the penalties herein 
stated* and such penalties shall be recoverable summarily before any 
Justice of the Peace having Jurisdiction within the limits of the said 
City or other poisons specially mentioned in this By-Law.
